To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Counoil* 


Mr#  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1959* 

Vital  Statistics:  The  estimated  population  has  risen  from  18,600  to 
19,150. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  remains  at  a satisfactory  level,  but 
there  has  been  a further  slight  rise  in  the  Stillbirth  Rate.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  has  also  risen,  but  it  is  still  below  the  national  level. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  has  continued  to  fall.  The  present  figure 
(9,92)  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (11,6), 

Causes  of  Death:  there  were  35  deaths  from  Cancer  compared  with  43  in 
195^  It"  is  not  possible  at  this  stage  to  state  whether  this  is  due  to 
8 true  deorease  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Cancer,  or  whether  improved 
methods  of  treatment  have  kept  some  people  alive  for  a longer  time  than 
would  previously  have  been  the  case. 

Two  additional  rates  have  been  introduced  in  the  report  for  the 
first  time.  They  are  the  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  which  is  the  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  aged  four  weeks  or  under  per  1000  live  birthsj  and  the 
Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  which  is  the  stillbirths  and  deaths  under  1 week 
per  1000  total  live  and  stillbirths.  In  the  Country  in  infants  under  4 
weeks  of  age  as  a whole  congenital  abnormalities,  prematurity,  and  birth 
injuries  are  the  most  important  causes  of  death.  After  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  first  year,  infections  and  accidents 
are  the  principal  causes.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  has  come  into 
prominence  in  recent  years  because  if  circumstances  are  unfavourable  it  is 
usually  a matter  of  chance  whether  the  infant  death  occurs  as  a stillbirth, 
or  a death  during  the  first  v/eek  of  life. 

In  England  and  Wales  there  has  been  a steady  fall  of  the  infant  death 
rates  in  the  period  of  life  4 weeks  to  1 year,  but  only  a slight  fall  in 
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the  rates  for  the  first  four  weeks  of  life*  The  Introduction  and 
Increasing  use  of  antibiotic  drugs,  the  development  of  Immunisation 
schemes  to  prevent  Diphtheria,  and  other  diseases,  the  promotion  of 
higher  standards  of  health  and  personal  hygiene,  increasing  avail- 
ability of  a pure  water  supply,  schemes  for  the  proper  disposal  of 
sewerage,  a better  standard  of  living  for  many  people  bringing  with 
it  more  money  to  spend  on  the  right  kinds  of  food,  all  these  and  many 
other  factors  have  helped  to  reduce  the  number  of  infant  deaths. 

It  may  assist  us  to  realise  what  progress  has  been  made  if  we  look 
at  the  figures  another  way. 

In  the  period  1834  - 34  the  expectation  of  life  for  a male  infant 
at  birth  was  no  less  than  40  years;  in  1871  - 1880  it  had  increased  to 
41,4  years;  by  1910  - 12  to  49*2;  by  1920  - 22  to  67  years;  by  195&  to 
68  years. 

Housing:  slow,  but  steady  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  this  very 
important  aspect  of  public  health. 

Meat  Inspection:  This  continues  to  place  a heavy  burden  on  the  department, 
for  instance  the  number  of  pigs  inspected  rose  from  65,819  in  1958  to 
80,512  in  1959*  Of  this  total  number  280  whole  carcases  had  to  he  cor*- 
demned  owing  to  disease  and  14,589  part  carcases,  figures  which  show  what 
a very  necessary  service  this  is. 

If  reflects  great  credit  on  Mr,  Morgan  and  his  assistants  that  the 
Meat  Inspection  throughout  the  year  was  100^;  of  the  animals  killed. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  much  of  this  work  has  to  be 
carried  out  in  evenings  or  at  weekends. 

Summary:  An  examination  of  this  report  shows  that  1958  has  been  a healthy 
year  for  this  Rural  District, 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  encouragement  during  the  post  year,  and 
my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  Mr,  Morgan  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Depa  rtment,
